775.40. The last payment on tho sec- 
ond driven well loan of 1XH4 was paid 
last year, thus saving to the depart- 
ment jr.OOO niinuallv. Interest charges 
arc also decreasing. 
If the department 


cnn effect a profit of about $15.000 an- 
nually, and it should be able to do so. 
then some relief Is duo the citizens of 
Lowell from the burdens of the water 
department.

ment of the building. It proved, how- 
ever, that smoke had been pouring up 
through the dumb-waiter shaft until 
It forced out tho walla at the top. 


While Foreman Khcehan wan giving 


hlN llf«! for duty ami iho firemen with 
him were barely escaping from death 
at the rear of the burning building, 
dnrlng rescues were being mutlo nt thu 
uvenuo front. 


Kdward Holland, a cripple, was tak-
